CLANDESTINE PROFILE

outside our hobby. This has happened because of the extraordmanlv high quality of the 
information provided by CRW, and the rapid speed at which it is updated. Even if you 
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normally chase pirates and could care less about clandestines, you really ought to take a 
look at what CRW has posted lately. 



By now it is clear that the 8700 kHz "Commander Solo" Information Radio broadcasts in 

Afghanistan. This one has been heard by just abouf every DXer in the world who has 
tried for it. It remained on the air through mid-December, so if you haven't tried for it yet, 
you ought to tune your radio to 8700 tonight. 

One interesting contribution to CRW #91 contained a translation of the Arabic message 
from Commander Solo on 8700 kHz at 0450 UTC, apparently during the second week of 
December: "To all Al Qa'ada members, Kandahar is not ruled by Mulla Omar any more, 
he gave the leadership to Mulla Nagibullah. So why are you still fighting? Just remember 
that Osama Ben Laden is a terrorist and he's not going to help you." T. Zeidan, quoted in 
DXLD #199 from the BC-DX December 12 issue that contained the translation, 
wondered why a message like this was being broadcast anyway, given the prior fall of 
Kandahar. In any event, if you want to hear your tax dollars at work, this is an 
outstanding station to check out. 

Meanwhile, the Voice of Afghanistan has returned to the air on 9950 kHz. Until a stable 
government emerges in the country, we can classify this one as a clandestine as well. 
Numerous logs of this one have emerged in the DX press, mostly in the morning with a 
• 1 330 schedule for about an hour. 

A deluge of logs and information have poured in on this new operation. It is supposed to 
be a voice for moderate Afghanistan opinion, operating in Pashto and Farsi. Said Jalal 
Karim, an Afghan-bom businessman now living in Saudi Arabia, is supposed to be the 
maven behind the operation. He gets funding through a non-profit organization known as 
the Afghan Broadcasting Company. BBCMS reported their phone number as [+44] 020 
7382 9610 per a late November release. A company called Coppemob Business Services 
has the phone number in London. Station studios are supposed to be located al 21 
Worship Street, London, EC2A 2DW, with an e-mail address al afl>c9950@hotmail.coiii 
not unlike the e-mail strategy used by many USA pirates. A web site is supposed to be 
developed at http://www.afghanbroadcasting.net shortly. QSL's are supposedly 
materializing via the e-mail address. 

In any event, the number of loggings of both the 9950 and 8700 stations has soared into 
the hundreds around the world. If you hear them, let us know. 

CIA CLANDESTINE DESTROYED SEPTEMBER 11? 

For some reason I've seen very little coverage of the issue in the press, but Zeke Russell 
forwards an article from the November 4 edition of the Arizona Republic, reprinted from 
the New York Times that discusses the alleged destruction of a CIA "clandestine station" 
in the World Trade Center on September 1 1 . The best way to print the allegation is to 
quote it, "The CIA's clandestine New York City station was destroyed in the Sept. 1 1 
attacks on the World Trade Center, seriously disrupting U.S. intelligence operations 
while bringing the war on terrorism dangerously close to home for America's spy agency, 
government officials say." 

The implication of this is that the CIA might have had a clandestine radio station in the 7 
World Trade Center building, but it appears that this is highly unlikely. The "station" 
identified by the Times and Republic is probably best understood as an office, not a 
broadcasting site. Apparently the CIA was able to recover secret documents stored in the 



station. The USA government does not believe that the CIA station had anything to do 
with the targeting of the World Trade Center for military attack. 

MASYGA ON BIN LADEN 

Among the unlikely and unwitting pirate/clandestine broadcasters of December was 
Osama Bin Laden himself. Numerous radio stations, TV stations, and newspapers around 
the world ran the news that Osama's broadcasts via two-way handhelds have been 
regularly intercepted by the CIA. Alan P. Masyga forwards us a copy of the top of the 
front page headline in the December 16 Winona Daily News that joined the deluge of 
media coverage. The Bin Laden transmissions were widely cited as coining via "short 
range radio." The AP description of these radio interceptions said, "Americans have 
several ways to listen in on such radio transmissions, including gear carried by special 
operations forces and instruments on aircraft and satellites." 

However, I have seen no logs of Osama in the DX or scanning press. 

CUMBRE DX 

Longtime ACE supporter Ulis Fleming reminds us that the weekly Cumbve DX 
newsletter remains an outstanding source for shortwave DX loggings and news. 
Clandestine radio material is always prominent in their material. I'll quote from the end of 
Cumbrc #378, which reads, "For more information about the Cumbre DX newsletter and 
a sample copy plus submission guidelines, please send an c-mail to Ulis Fleming at: 

information contributions before they put you on the list. If you haven't checked out 
Cumbre lately, this is a good time to do it. 

Cumbre DX 378, dated December 21, had data on five different clandestincs. Harjot 
Singh Brar of India heard the Iranian clandestine Sedeye Mojahed, presumably from Iraq, 
on 5760//6820 kHz around 0125 UTC. Olle Aim of Sweden and Hans Johnson of Florida 
both noted regular reception of the anti-China FDWR clandestine on 5925 kHz despite 
some transmitter buzzing and maybe some jamming, although neither Olle or Hans listed 
any times. Richard Lam of Singapore sent in a log of the Voice of the Communist Party 
of Iran, believed to broadcast from a Kurdistan transmitter on 3881 kHz from 1430- 
1530* UTC. Charles Jones of Australia sent in a log of Radio Biafra International on 
12125 kHz at 1925 UTC. Plus, Harjot Singh Brar logged the Voice of the People of 
Kurdistan, obviously going the other way from Iraq, on 4060//6995 at 1800 UTC. (This 
one is sometimes heard much later in the evening, and you might stumble across it while 
tuning the pirate band). As you can see, the worldwide contributors list in Cumbre 
generally provides a good diversity of clandestine coverage. 

ANDERSON STILL AT LARGE 

As we reported last month, Steve Anderson of United Patriot Radio still remains at large 
despite a long manhunt by the Kentucky State Police. The station's parody pirate, United 
Patriot Militia Bingo, still remains on the air as we see in 77ie ACE this month. But, 
otherwise, this astonishing domestic USA shortwave clandestine has disappeared from 
6900 kHz. 

WINTER SWL FEST 

It's that time of year again. John Figliozzi and Richard Cuff of the Winter SWL Fest 
organizing committee, in association with NASWA, announce the forthcoming Winter 
SWL Festival. This year's Fest will be the 1 5th annual event in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania. 
From the very beginning of this event there has been a large representation of people 
interested in pirate radio, clandestine radio, and other unusual broadcasts. This year will 
continue the tradition. Any event where the climax consists of a pirate broadcast from the 
Voice of Pancho Villa has to grab the attention of ACE members. Last year the event 
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featured perhaps the largest gathering of pirate radio aficionados ever assembled on one 
podium, consisting of Alan Weiner of so many pirates that we don't have room to list 
them all, our ACE HQ operator John T. Arthur, Andrew Yodcr of Hobby Broadcasting 
magazine, and Monitoring Times Outer Limits columnist George Zellcr. Throw in DJ 
Stevie of Swiss pirate Radio 510 representing the Europirate scene, as well as more than 
a dozen North American pirate radio operators, and it's obvious that the Fest is something 
well worth attending Plus, pirate radio is by no means the only focus of the Fest.
